A4 - The A4 is a pro¬ 
gram that emulates the old 
Commodore machine 
Plus4. Files can be loaded 
and saved to an Amiga di¬ 
rectory. Graphic capabili¬ 
ties are very limited right now but this 
will change in the future. User defined 
char-sets can be used though. 

IconDeluxe - Icon Deluxe was 
written in someone's spare time while 
attending college. He wrote it because 
of fustration with the icon editor that 
comes on the extra disk. He disliked the 
fact that it enforces the 80x40 size limit, 
since that means you can't edit existing 
icons which are larger than that, not 
even to cut them down to size, and there 
are many, especially for games, that are 
larger than the size limit. He also didn't 
like the fact that the enlarged pixels are 
still too small to work with easily, that 
you can't insert text into the bitmap, that 
you can't click select icons to edit, that 
you can't cut nd paste blocks, and the 
list goes on. There are other icon editors 
in the public domain, but all the ones he 
saw had as many problems as the Com¬ 
modore one. He figured that many 
other users and developers probably felt 
the same frustration, so he set out to 
write an icon editor which is powerful 
and easy to use. This version is 
"crippleware"; the save doesn't work. 

McFiler3.2 - This program 
was bom to achieve a better way to 
catalogue and archive files on your 
floppies, although it can be used as well 
with files stored on ANY OTHER ME¬ 
DIA DEVICE. It features functions 
able to quickly trace, view, unpack, 
rename, discard a file, as well as hide it 
from your list. 

State - State was written when 
the author found that old reliable Stat 
from the Kramden Utilities blew up big 
time on A4000/040s. Since he could not 
live without it, he wrote a replacement. 
Stat is an extension of C:Status. It will 


list currently loaded CLls, Tasks, Li¬ 
braries, Fonts.... 

Visage - Visage is an IFF/GIF/ 
JPeg/Datatypes viewer for the AmigaOS 
version 3.0 or higher. Main features in¬ 
clude: Supports AA (AGA), ECS, RTG, 
PCHG and SHAM. Can display "deep” 
pictures in all formats on ECS Amigas, 
rendered in HAM, "normal" color or 
grayscale (datatypes work differently). 
Can scale "rendered" pictures to fit the 
screen. Extensive monitor support.

ALYNX - Lynx is a general-purpose distributed 
information browser and is part of the World Wide 
Web project. Lynx was designed to support a 
Campus Wide Information System (CWIS), but 
can be used for many other applications. When it 
is started, Lynx is given a local path specifying a 
file containing text to be displayed, or a Uniform 
Resource Locator (URL) that specifies a resource 
to be displayed (usually the name of a file 
containing text information), the type of server 
that will provide the resource, and the Internet 
address of the system on which the specified 
server is running. 

DFM - DFM is a filedisplayer like ZAP or 
other software (especially the mentioned the good 
old Filemaster). It can display any file in HEX 
and ASCII BUT it can not only display one file, it 
can display two files at the same time which 
makes possible to compare files (like CMP) 
and edit both files.

A-Start - A-Start is a multi-function utility. It is a handy 
alternative to tool managers and program launchers, but that is 
not all. Its GUI gives you an easy and intuitive way to control 
and keep track of some of the most important and often used 
functions of your system. For example editing your preferences 
or like launching your favorite programs are now just a few 
clicks away. 

DFM2 - DFM is a filedisplayer like ZAP or other software

Lock N’Retreive - LOCK’N RETRIEVE! is a Workbench 
utility that will help you to remember your lendings like 
money, books, disks, hardware and other things like general 
information about your friends, family, enemies and other 
patterns of organic life. 

MultiCX2 - MultiCX is the smallest Multi-Function- 
Commodity for the Amiga, thought as a replacement for 
many larger and sometimes badly programmed programs. It 
is a 100% pure commodity, which means that it does not use 
interrupts and no special input handlers. Some Patches 
(SetFunction) are installed in a very clean way, so that they do 


not interfere with other programs which use the same vectors.

INTRODUCTION TO THE INTERNET 

by Rosemary West 

The Internet (originally called ARPANET) began in 1969 
as an experimental project for the Advanced Research Projects Agency 
(ARPA) of the U.S. Department of Defense. Anetwork originally 
consisting of only four computers, its puipose was to allow communication 
between grant scientists By 1972, 50 universities and militaiy research 
sites had access to the network. 

An important feature of the network’s design was its ability to 
use many different routes among the computers, so that messages would 
not be limited to fixed paths to reach their destinations. If one computer 
broke down, the others could still talk to each other. So that all the 
computers could speak the same language, the designersdeveloped a 
communications protocol caUed Transmission Control Protocol/Intemet 
Protocol (TCP/IP), which became the Internet standard in 1983. 

During the 1980s, many other public and private networks 
became interconnected through the Internet. Today, the Internet includes 
academic, government and commercial networks all over the world. With 
the increasing presence of local access providers and easy-to-use software, 
the system has become available to anyone with a personal computer. 
Current Internet features include email, FIP, Telnet, Usenet, Mailing Lists, 
Gopher, and World Wide Web. 

* Email: One of the most important benefits of the Internet is 
email (electronic mail). From an Internet site or on-line service Such as 
CompuServe, it is very easy to exchange messages with anyone else who is 
connected. 

* FTP: File Transfer Protocol refers to the ability to transfer 
files from one computer to another, much like downloading from a BBS. 
Many FTP sites allow "anonymous" access, which simply means that you 
do not have to have an account with the host system in order to gain access 
to files. 

* Telnet: Telnet increases the amount of access you have to a 
remote computer, allowing you to run programs on the host system. 

* Usenet: Usenet is a collection of discussion groups, called 
newsgroups. People post articles and responses in the groups, and each day 
this material is copied to computers all over the Internet. You can select 
topics of interest and pick the articles you want to read. 

* Mailing Lists: These are similar to newsgroups, but are sent 
through email to list subscribers. 

* Gopher This is a series of menus that lets you browse through 
Internet sites for access to information, files and utilities. 

* World Wide Web: In a radical departure from the menu based 
approach of Gopher, the Web is a series of hypertext pages which may 
include graphical images, sounds and animation. You click on highlighted 
words or pictures to jump directly to different information sources. The 
Web includes access to FTP and Gopher. 

There are many software packages for browsing the Web. Many 
of them are shareware, or are included when you establish an account with 
an access provider. Popular titles include Mosaic, NetScape, and 
NetCruiser; these and others are often bundled with books about the 
Internet. If you have a CompuServe account, you can access the Net using 
CompuServe’s NetLauncher software. America Online also has plans to 
introduce full Internet access to its subscribers. 

Typically, access providers charge a monthly fee which 
includes a certain amount of on-line time, with additional time billed at an 
hourly rate. Sometimes the monthly fee includes a small amount of space 
for your own "home page". Many providers will also rent space for your 
own FTP site. Fee structures for commercial use vary widely and can tun 
into hundreds or thousands of dollars per month, so if you are considering 
creating an Internet location for your business, shop carefully.

Functions of the operating system:

Alt-Enter Bring DOS application into 
Windows environment (Windows 
needs to be running in 386-Enhanced 
mode to do this, a 386 running in Stan¬ 
dard mode is not sufficient); 

CTRL-ESC Open Task List. 

Specific to Windows environment: 
Double click on Desktop Open Task 
List; Icons For more icons than in 
progman.exe look in moricons.dll; 

HotKeys (shortcut keys) These are very 
useful to access an application quickly 
or when moving back and forth from 
one application to another. Can be set 
in File Properties and involves CTRL- 
ALT, SHIFT-ALT or SHIFT-CTRL- 
ALT+any key including Function Keys). 

Program Manager (progman.exe) can be 
placed in the Startup group with CTRL- 


ALT+M (for example) as the HotKey to 
access Program Manager quickly. 

The following short file will set F6 as a 
HotKey to access Netware Options quickly 
(otherwise through File Manager): Fileame: 
netware.ini [Options]NetwareHotkey=117 

There are some global functions which 
are common to most, if not all, Windows 
applications: 

FI .... Help; 

F5 .... Refresh; 

F10 or Alt Highlight menu bar; 

AIt-F4 Exit application; 

Shift-F4 Tile open groups (Program 

Manager and File Manager); 

Shift-F5 Cascade open groups 

(Program Manager and File Manager); 

CTRL-TAB Move forwards between 
open and minimized groups (Program 
Man+mouse click select a group of indi¬ 
vidual files 

SHIFT+mouse click select a continuous 
list of files (saves using SHIFT+arrow 
keys) 

The Disk Copy facility is much less tedious 
than the DOS equivalent as it requires less 
disk juggling.. 

You may have double-clicked files in File 
Manager and found that associated files 
send you into the relevant application. For 
example, filename.doc will take you into 
Word-for-Windows. (Likewise, all the .ini 
files are associated with Notepad.) In File 
Manager, any file with a lined-page icon 
has an association. These associations can 
be set under File Associate. You can even 
associate non-Wndows applications with 
data files. 

A neat trick is to insert a new item into a 
group and where it wants command line, 
enter the name of the data file that has an 
associated application (.doc, .crd, .cal, 
.ini,...)Every time its icon is clicked, it will 
start up the associated application with the 
data file loaded.

AWeb 

- AWeb is a World Wide Web 
browser for the Amiga computer. It 
offers the following features: 

AWeb doesn't use Magical User In¬ 
terface (MUI). It uses BOOPSI classes 
instead, which results in less memory 
usage and increased speed. The 
BOOPSI classes are partially custom 
designed for AWeb, and partially from 
the ClassAct kit. AWeb can use a wide 
range of TCP-stacks: AmiTCP/IP, I- 
Net225, AS-225 or compatible. With¬ 
out TCP stack running, you can still 
view local files. AWeb uses extensive 
internal multitasking, which leads to 
total asynchronous and parallel network 
access. Images are starting to load 
while the document is still loading. It is 
possible to follow a link while the pre¬ 
vious document is still loading. A sepa¬ 
rate network status window shows all 
pending network and local file ac¬ 
cesses. All network accesses can be 
interrupted immediately. 

The HTML-2 standard is fully sup¬ 
ported, including forms. For buggy 
pages not conforming to the standard, 
AWeb offers a compatibility mode. 
AWeb supports the use of proxies for 
HTTP, FTP, Gopher and Telnet. Be¬ 
cause some proxies can't handle forms 
or other special cases, the use of proxies 
can be temporarily disabled from the 
menu. The HTTP and Gopher protocols 
are supported internally. By using ex¬ 
ternal programs, FTP and Mailto can be 
used too. HTTP user authorization is 
supported. 

AWeb lets you load all images, de¬ 
lay all image loading, or load only 
clickable maps and delay other images. 
For delayed images, the ALT text is 
taken into account. Transparent GIFs 
are supported. The 24-bit picture 
datatype (picturedtV43) is supported. 

To improve network speed, host 
names and network addresses are 
cached so addresses are looked up only 
once during a session. AWeb can open 


it's windows on the default public 
screen, on a named public screen or 
open its own screen.

EasyTransfer - 
Easy Transfer uses 
a 3 wire serial connec¬ 
tion (see document) to 
transfer files between 
Amiga and IBM com¬ 
patibles. To use it, you should first 
transfer the EasyPC.exe program to 
an IBM machine. You can use pro¬ 
grams like CrossDOS to do this. 
Run the EasyPC there. The pro¬ 
gram uses serial port 2 by default, 
because many people use port 1 for 
mouse. You can ask the use of port 
1 by using the '-1' command line 
option, option -2 is equivalent to 
default. The program shows a 
screen full of'IBM' texts and grad¬ 
ually replaces them with 'AMIGA!', 
if you specify '-v' or '-V' as com¬ 
mand line options, the program 
shows messages indicating its 
workings. You can quit the server 
program any time by using 
Control-break. Example: If you 
want to use serial port number 1 
and also want to see what the pro¬ 
gram is doing, enter this command: 
C:\> EasyPC -1 -v 

The Amiga program controls the 
whole scene. It opens a screen 
showing two windows. The right 
one is for Amiga files, the left one 
shows server directories. 

Amiga Report - This Amiga 
Guide file includes all the informa¬ 
tion about the dissolution of Escom 
and the new company that pur¬ 
chased it’s holdings, which included 
the Amiga. 

FinalWord - FinalWord is not 
a Word Processor as such -- it is a 
text editor with most word process¬ 
ing features. This means is that it 


does not YET format your text in 
such ways as setting margins, type- 
styles, pages or sizes etc. However, 
there is word-wrap. FinalWord 
does not use any special embedded 
commands for its display — every 
byte in a file is displayed (except 
for the tab characters that are ex¬ 
panded into spaces). This means 
that it can be used to view and edit 
plain ASCII texts. FinalWord will 
not make any annoying beeps apart 
from one or try to ruin your eye¬ 
sight. This irritates me in other edi¬ 
tors. FinalWord will not force you 
to use a particular keymap it will 
use the current installed keymap.

Clip History - 

This is a program that the au¬ 
thor thought about writing for a 
long time (a year or so!:) before he 
actually implemented it. He first 
got the idea when he had used the 
history feature of PowerSnap (by 
Nico Francois) a little while. He 
soon realized that it was a very con¬ 
venient feature. The problem is that 
other programs could also use the 
clipboard as well. The history Pow¬ 
erSnap maintains only applies to 
the text that PowerSnap writes to 
the clipboard, not the ones e.g. your 
text editor writes. And he thought 
that it would indeed be useful to 
have them in a history too. One 


problem with such a history is that 
it easily can eat up a lot of memory, 
since cuts and copies in an editor 
can be rather large at times.

Grimm in¬ 
cludes also some neat animation 
features. => Grimm is Freeware 
and will remain Freeware !! IMHO 
there are too much tools on this 
subject which are Shareware and 
there is a real need for a free tool 
like this one. The author won't 
claim Grimm is better then A, B or 
C, try it and make your own judg¬ 
ment ! Grimm may be started either 
from WB or CLI. Stack usage may 
be something less then 16k. 
WARNING: Needs currently 
WB3.0 and up. New since 1.3, 
should now work on non AGA 
chipset (untested) Also included 
with Grimm, is 'dsv' a viewer sup¬ 
porting the same image formats 
than Grimm does. It has the possi¬ 
bility to display True Color images 
without the need of any other 
graphic card. 

Lupe - This program magnifies an 
area of the screen and displays it in 
a separate window. 

RenamelT - A neat program that 
will do renaming of a large group 
of fries to a specified pattern. Great 
for renaming files to move to a PC!

Of course if 
you keep going back to the 
Netscape home page, * 
www.netscape.com, they usu-’ 
ally have the next upgrade, even 
if it is just a beta version, ready . 
to be downloaded before your 
trial time expires so that your 
trial time starts all over again. 
But if you want to be a good up¬ 
standing citizen and loved by all 
around you, you will of course 
register your copy. Have I told 
you about this bridge I have for 
sale in Brooklyn ? 

So price is a definite plus for 
Internet Explorer. Big plus for 
Navigator is the fact that they 
control 80% of the browser mar¬ 
ket , and those of you who have 
had either Amigas or Macin¬ 
toshes know if you don't have 
high numbers in market share 


you are just not going to have 
a quantity of software written 
for your system. That is to say 
third party software , then 
again if you're Microsoft if 
worse comes to worse you can 
just write your own. Witness 
Active-X, which is sort of Mi- 
crosofts answer to Java . 
Active-X though is actually a 
derivative of Visual Basic and 
is touted to be the replacement 
for their own OLE' environ¬ 
ment . 

There are of course HTML 
(Hypertext markup language, 
the programming language for 
the World Wide Web) stan¬ 
dards that have to be dealt 
with. Then on the other hand 
at the last HTML standards 
conference Microsoft came up 
with a group of new standards. 
I guess if you can't beat your 
opponent legitimately you just 
change the rules and try again. 

If you really want to see 
what these two programs look 
like head to head for yourself, 
go to www.netscape.com and 
download and install Naviga¬ 
tor. Next go to 
www.microsoft.com and do 
the same with Internet Ex¬ 
plorer, just make sure you 
download versions 3.0 of each 
and then go to www.cnet.com 
where they have set up a test 
to run both browsers through 
to help you decide for yourself 
which one you want. 

One word of advice though 
, you need to do this as soon as 


possible as Marc Andreeson has 
announced that the beta version 
of Netscape Navigator 4.0 
should be ready for download 
this month. By the way not sur¬ 
prisingly Bill Gates has an¬ 
nounced that the beta version of 
Internet Explorer 4.0 should be 
ready for download sometime in 
September. 

Earlier I mentioned the future 
of these two browsers. Well the 
ol' cybersurfer is going to share 
some rumors with you. Again 
these are rumors. First Netscape 
is gearing Navigator towards be¬ 
ing an operating system and not 
just an Internet browser. 
Secondly and more founded is 
that IE 4.0 is actually the up¬ 
grade to Windows 95 that is be¬ 
ing developed under the code 
name Nashville Part of the up¬ 
grade is that the Internet will be 
reachable from Windows Ex¬ 
plorer just like your CDRom, 
your hard drive, your zip drive 
or if networked any hard drive 
on that network.

OEM WHAT? 

There's a new version of Win¬ 
dows 95 called OEM Service 
Release 2 (or OSR2).

this version of Windows 95 has 
been made available to PC man¬ 
ufacturers only. In other words, 
the only way to get your hands 
on it is to purchase a new PC 
on which Windows 95 OSR2 
is already loaded. 

OSR2 is Windows 95 as you 
know it with some enhancements 
to support the latest hardware. 
According to Microsoft, that's 
the whole purpose of OSR2: "to 
allow PC manufacturers [OEMs] 
to install an integrated Windows 
95 product that contains the lat¬ 
est available individual updates 
and supports recent advances in 
hardware that require core oper¬ 
ating system support." Basically, 
they're giving PC manufacturers 
a version of Windows 95 that 
will work with their latest and 
greatest hardware. 

Unless you're buying this new 
hardware, you probably don't 
need OSR2 anyway (so it’s no 
big deal that you can't get it). 
Feel better? 


GET FAT(32) One of the 
major enhancements to Win¬ 
dows 95 OEM Service Release 2 
its FAT32 file system (as com¬ 
pared to the FAT16 system 
found in the "original" Windows 
95).

One weekend in October I had 
the pleasure of attending a com¬ 
puter show in a suburb of 
Columbus Ohio, this show was 
hosted by The Central Ohio Net¬ 
work.

A4000, from Nova Design the 
software company that devel¬ 
oped ImageFX and who has re¬ 
cently acquired Alladin 4D. One 
of their demonstrators was Cor- 
rina Cohn, an accomplished 
computer artist. Speaking of 
computer artists, Eric Schwartz 
Enterprises was represented by 
none other than Eric Schwartz 
himself demonstrating how he 
develops a computer animation. 

Practical demonstrations of 
the Newtek Video Toaster/Flyer 
combination were presented fol¬ 
lowed by a short impromptu tu¬ 
torial session given by the 
demonstrator and experienced 
members of the audience. 

The president of Wonder Com¬ 
puters was there and involved in 


the roundtable discussion that 
closed out the two day event. 

One of the most enlighten¬ 
ing comments that he made 
concerned some orders they 
had recently received for some 
A4000Ts. Normally an order 
would not be that significant 
except that this order was not 
for just one computer, and not 
for just one office, but for 
multiple computers for multi¬ 
ple locations. The company 
that was doing the purchasing, 
none other than Disney. When 
a company like Disney puts in 
an order, one has to consider 
it significant. 

Jason Compton was also 
there, he is the managing edi¬ 
tor of Amiga Report online 
magazine and new head of 
public relations for the Amiga 
from Viscorp. 

Jason Compton answered 
many questions, the most im¬ 
portant was " If Viscorp gets 
the rights to the Amiga will 
they still develop and sell it as 
a computer?". He put his 
mouth right next to the micro¬ 
phone and practically 
screamed" YES ", that Vis¬ 
corp was very much dedicated 
to continuing the present line 
of Amiga computers as well as 
research and development of 
even better machines. 

Concerning the slowness in 
which the sale is progressing 
he stated the problem rested 
with German contract law and 


the inability to get everyone to¬ 
gether that they needed to talk 
to. But that things were proceed¬ 
ing and he saw no reason why 
the sale will riot eventually go 
through. 

Others there included Don 
Hicks the managing editor and 
publisher of Amazing Amiga 
Computing magazine as well as 
Bob Scharp from the Gateway 
Amiga Club promoting that 
clubs two day Amiga show com¬ 
ing up in March 1997. 

All in all I would have to say 
the event did a lot to affirm the 
belief that the Amiga is far from 
dead.
